For, if Oppofition be a 
thing fo neceffary to Freedom, then it will follow, 
that thofe who form an Oppofition, muft be always 
reperded as the Friends of Freedom : Here then is 
the faireft Covering in the World for Traitors ; it is 
bur fayiog thar they are jealous of Power, Enemies 
of the Great, and Advocates for the People and their 
Prattices, ler them be what they will, are imme- 
diately jut and laudable, even’ tho" they fhould ar- 
tempt fo fubvert the Government, under Colour of 
fupporting the Cooftitution.

Certain'y we never 
fhall, but on the contraty cosclude, toat if thefe 
Men had any real Grounds for chat Jsalouly with 
which they burn, they would fairly produce them, 
and not pretend to engage a free Peopte to give. 
Judgment againft thofe who are apparently their Bs- 
nefactors,; upon a Promife, that Proofs fhall be here- 
after made, that, in Fact, they werenot (@. Let us 
confider how unjuft this would appear in private Lite, 
how unreafonabie this Method of Arguing on any 
other Queftion, and let us have the Courage to con- 
clude, that what would be unjuft and as unr¢afonable 
on any other Occafion, or in any other Cafe, muft be 
unjuft and unreafonable in thistoo. At leaft, let us 
remember, that if we do nog this, we: fhall become 
Acceflaries to our own Ruin, and when Experienc:
